The Special working Group has not had tiae to develop a detailed Hot 
of possible covert actions in response to the August 31 request of the 
Special Group. It hopes, h o w e v sr, that l gr next week and periodically 
thereafter, suggestion* for covert action nay be submitted for consideration 
bf the Special Group* 

.The Working Croup ha* discussed the ooaoept under which suggestions 
should be nede in this field. It believes that actions in the covert field 
should, of coarse, be in sup port of U.S. objectives, tnnely, (1) to convince 
the Soviet leadership that the Suited States is determined to fight, if 
n ?°— gai y» preserve the essentials of freedoe for Berlin, including Western 
jfcyalcal pres ence there, free access and the viability of the eiiyj (2) to 
exploit the Soviet and satellite peoples 9 fear of ear and iiwt this to the 
SovieUnaoBfacUned exist* ever Berlin and (3) to uphold the norale end spirit 
of the West Berlin population. 

The Working Group believes it es peci a ll y important that actions in the 
oovsrt field taken in support of thee* objectives should here a basis in 
ffcct so that thsqr vill be credible to Soviet and satellite authorities. It 
does not believe that ve can "manufacture* act lens toward these objectives 
which do sort have sane basis in fact disoererubie by the Soviet intelligence

report, dated August >0, the Working Group has approved the training of para* 
aillUiy support personnel a* authorised by the Special Group on August 1? 
arc* the expansion by Radio Uberty of it# daily broadcast to East Gemaqy to 
soviet forges there. (See Second Progreso Report.) Although it is not yet
